BEST OF THEM ALL. 


The Bronze Statue of Washington in 
Lafayette Park. 


It is not nearly so generally known and 
appreciated as it ought to be that we have in 
St. Louis an absolutely accurate reproduction 
of the very best portrait of Washington in 
existence. The bronze statue in Lafayette 
Park is a faithful copy of the marble original 
in the Capitol at Richmond, Va. This original 
was ordered through Thomas Jefferson, then 
in France, of Jeane Antoine Houdon 
(1740-1828), the most celebrated sculptor of 
his day, by the Virginia Legislatare, 
a perpetual memorial of Virginia’s greatest 
son. Houdon came to America with Frank- 
lin in 178 and spent six weeks at Mount Ver- 
non, where he took casts not only of the head 
and bust of Washington, but of his wnole body 
copying even his clothes, watch, seal, eto.

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These casts were taken to France and then put 
into marble. When Lafayette was in Rich- 
mond, in 1825, he visited the capi- 
tol and after examining the statue 
of bis friend and chief long and 
carefully, declared it to be as perfect a like- 
ness as could be made—better than any other 
he had ever seen. The point of view Lafayette 
recommended to the observer is a little to the 
right of front face. 

The undisputed superiority of the Houdon 
statue had called for many coples, and in 
the process the original had been 80 
seriously damaged thatthe State authorities 
finally refused to allow any more un- 
der any pretext.

HOW THE PRESIDENT LABDED. 

On the arrival of the teh and the 
President opposite Wall atreet ferry the ship 
ancbored and was manned by a large crew of 
met masters from the t of New York 
wit Capt. Ambrose Snow, the Presi- 
dent, as coxswain, who went out to the vessel. 
The members of the crew were uniformed 
in black frock coats, stri trousers and silk 
hats. It was acrew of this same societ 
which rowed Gen. Washington ashore 1 

ears ago. The barge selected to bear the 

esident ashore is one of the fastest boats in 
the navy. It ischristened Queen Kaplolana 
and belongs to the Dispatch. Following the 
example of Washington, President Harrison 
was rowed ashore in the barge. As he stepped 
out of the boat the pre sidential salute of 
twenty-one guns was again given. 


The rresident was received by Gov. Hill, 
Mayor Grant, Hamilton Fish and Wm. G. 
Hamilton. Pier 16, where the President 
landed, was one of the most brilliantly deco- 
rated spots in the city. The roof was one flut- 
tering mass of flags and streamers, 
and the interior, usually so somber, 
was brilliant with all the colors of the rain- 
bow. To the left of the pier was attached the 
float, at which the boat containing the presi- 
dential party emptied its distinguished pas- 
sengérs. The float was handsomely carpeted 
andthe stairs leading to the pier were cov- 
ered with bunting. 

President Harrison acknowledged each sa- 
lute and cheers rent the air from the great 
throng. 


After reviewing the parade at Elizabeth, 
President Harrison was then driven in an 
open barouche along the shore of the Kill Von 
Kill to the Alyone boat house, where the entire 
party was reunited and where a ten-oared 
gig from the Dispatch was in waiting to take 
the President on board. Owing to the low 
water, the Dispatch had been forced to anchor 
at some distance. The President walked down 
to the float, followed by Vice-President Morton 
and Capt. Elben. They took their seats in the 
gig, amid the cheers of the assembled 
crowds, the shrieks of steam whisties and 
ringing of delle. The gig then put off 
and the measured strokes of the sailors soon 
brought the boat alongside the Dispatch. 
Then followed the embarkation of the rest of 
the party in the tenders of the navy yard tug 
Nina. he first boat to put off from the tug 
was a small steam launch containing 
Senators Evarts and Hiscock. These 
gentlemen were cordially greeted at the 
float by Chief Justice Fuller, Postmaster-Gen- 
eral Wanamaker, who, with Secretary Win- 
dom and Secretary Rusk, wenton board and 
soon rejoined the President on board the Dis- 

atch. The rest of the party, including Mrs. 

larrison and Mrs. McKee, went on board the 
Sirius. At 11:10 both vessels weighed anchor 
and steamed up the bay. 

After the landing, the procession was at 
once formed, the President and Gov. Hill and 
Mayor Grant being driven in a landau, and 
accompanied by continuous cheers. The 
old banner of the Marine Society, which 
was borne before Washington on April 
29, 1789, has been preserved for 100 

ears, and was to-day cerried before the Pres- 

dent’s carriage up Wall street. The banner, 

which is about five feet square, was originally 
of silk which is now a faded yellow. The 
name of the society in gold and biue letters is 
still as bright as ever. 

The escort to the President was as 
follows: Batteries A, C and L. United 
States Artillery ; Veteran Corps Se- 
enth Hegiment, Delegation Society of 
Cincinnati; delegation Sons of the Revolution; 
delegation G. A. R. commanders and mem- 
bers of the Military Order of the Loye! Legion. 

At a littie before 2 o’clock the carriages 
containing the President, Gov. Hill, Mayor 
Grant and Hamilton Fish drew up before the 
door of the Equitabie Buliding. Chairman W. 
G. Hamilton, of the Committee on States, 
received all those in the carriages, while the 
chimes of Old Trinity pinyed the doxology, 
the bands in the street quickly catching up the 
strain. By 2 o’cleck ali hed reached the ban- 
quet hall. 

Ex-President Cleveland was not present and 
his seat beside ex-President Hayes was filled 
by Chauncy M. Depew. 

The throng that endeavored to gain 
admittance to the League Club, where 
the reception was held, was vastly 
greater than the committee bad anticipated. 
The number of distinguished persons who at- 
tended the reception was not so great as might 
have been expected, many of those who had 
been fortunate enough to obtain tick 
ets to the banquet to-morrow night 
preferring to wait until then to see the Presi- 
dent atshort range.

THE NAVAL PARADE 


were to-day carried out tothe letter. At 7 
o’clock the steamer Dispatch, having on 
board Admiral Porter, Gen. Schofield and 
representatives of the Centennial Committee, 
left the foot of East Twenty-sixth street, and 
gay with fluttering flags, steamed down the 
East River on her tripto Elizabethport, where 
she wasto meet President Harrison and his 
party. Orowds had gathered at the pier and 
cheered the Dispatch as she steamed away. 

By this time the harbor was literally alive 
with sailing craft of every description, and 
whistles sounded and gans boomed salutes as 
the Dispatch picked her way on her course. 
Halt a dozed big wmen-of-war were anchored 
in the vicinity of Governor’s Island and Ellis 
Island, awaiting the return of the President's 
boat. These men-of-war were the Chicago, 
carrying the flag of the Secretary of the Navy; 
the Boston, carring the Admiral’s flag; the 
Atlanta, Yorstows, Juniata, Yantic, sex 
and Jamestown. 


The staff of the Admiral and Grand Marshal 
reported to Rear Admiral Jouett at7 a. m. on 
the tug Nina, at the foot ef East Twenty-sixth 
street, who at once steamed down the bay and 
went on board his flagship, the Chicago. The 
Chicago was gly decked with flags and bunt- 
ing. The official fags were the President's 
flag (ship and boah, Secretary of the Navy's 
flag, Admirai’s flag and the Rear Admiral’s

The general formation of the line was a ool- 
umn consisting of the naval division, the rey- 
enue division and the yacht division, in the 
order named, pnoreres a little to the west of 
the midchannel, with the head 200 yards south 
of the White buoy, northeast of Ellis Island.

FATHER YOUNG’S SINGERS. 


The Renewal of Congregational Singing in 
Catholic Churches. 


rom the New York Sun. 

The Paulist Fathers this Lent, at their ohurch 
at Ninth avenue and Fifty-ninth street, are 
conducting on an extensive scale the system 
of congregational singing, and, although it is 
too early in the season to predict results, they 
seem satisfied that this innovation in the 
Catholic service here has passed the stage of 
experiment. The services of song are held on 
Wednesday, Friday and Sunday evenings in 


the large church,and the peopleattend in such 
numbers that not only is every pew occupied, 
but Father Walter Elliott, who is conducting 
the services during the temporary indispos!- 
tion of the Rev. Alfred coun, has bad to hove 
seats A* in the aisles. here are seldom 
less than 2,500 3 present. 

A new organ has beer placed in one of the 
side chapels, so as to be near the congrega- 
tion. Choir Master Edmund Hurley of the 
Gregorian choir presides. One of the priests 
directs the service from the pulpit, going over 
the bymns line by line, which are then taken 
up by the people. Little pamphlets contain- 
ing selections from Father Young’s large hymn 
beok, and also a few English prayers, are dis- 
tributed. All the hymns, except the Latin 
hymn sung at the benediction of the sacra- 
ment, which is official, are in English. The 
choir —— assisted at these services, but 
now the people do all the singing themselves. 
The priest in charge encourages the timid to 
take part, and so great is the infection of 
thousands of voices joining in song that there 
are scarcely any, however novel the experi- 
ence may be, who resist the invitation. The 
young and middle-aged people, of course, are 
the leaders inthe service, but even the old 
display an interest and energy very pleasing 
to the promoters of the movement. At pres- 
ent the instruction is by ear only, but the in- 
tention is to continue the services after Easter 
on Sunday and Wednesda Wu , and then 
itis likely that rehearsals will be held and 
music taught sufficient for the purpose. 

The founder of the movementto establish 
congregational singing in the Catholic Chureh 
service in the uited States, and who 
. conducts the services at St. 
Paul's, is the Rev. Alfred Young, now 
an old man, who has never been out 
of a choir of some sort, Protestant or Cath- 
olie, since he was 8 yearsof age. The pres- 
ent services are partly the result of his re- 
hearsals with the people after veopers in 1884 
and of the singing of some bymns in Lent. He 
found the people remarkably ready to learn. 
The Gregorian Society, another effort of a 
kindred kind, he founded in 1870. It is com- 
posed of twenty-five men and fo boys,who 
sing at all the official services of the church, 
such as mass and vespers. This choir is seat- 
ed in stalle in the — ber be- 
ing vested In cassoc or- 

an is behind the altar. Father Young,in con- 
junetion with Father John Hughes, conducts 
his cholr. 

Since 1870 all the services at St. Paul's have 
been inchant. The Gregorian choiris made 
up lefly from boys who are taught 
three’ months before singing in public. 
They read Gregorian and modern 
notation sight. The — — at 
Paul's are now 80 accustomed to hearing — 
mass sung by this choir that they have de- 
clared that they would not go to high mass 
anywhere else.

He Will Have to Give Up His Place as City 
Marshal to Make Room for His Repub- 
flican Successor, Who Defeated Him by 
a Large Majority—The Seventeenth Ward 
Contest. 


a ITY MARSHAL MARTIN NEIS- 
ER will have to surrender his 
office to Emile Thomas, who 
was elected to the office by a 
majority of 3,000 votes. The 
incumbent, on the ground 
that his successor did no* 
possess the property and resi- 
dence qualifications required 
sought to enjoin the Recorder 
from issuing the certificate of 


election. 

Judge Valliant,in his decision this morning 
inthe case of a plea for perpetual in- 
junction, answers the question raised by 
defandant and says the civil 
court has no jurisdiction in the matter. 
He says Neiser does not claim 
Thomas was not elected but claims he is inel- 
igible. He does not contest the election and 
hence the law in regard to contesting elec- 
tions has nothing to do with this case. Nei- 
ther is the plaintiff an officer who could insti- 
tute a quo warranto suit to try the title of one 
supposed to be unlawfully in possession of 
the office. The plaintiff's position is simply 
that of one who has discharged the duties of 
his office for the period for which he was 
elected and upon whom devolves now only 
the duty of holding the office and performing 
the duties until he can give it into the custody 
of one who has been duly elected and quali- 
fied. This duty draws after it as an incident 
the right to the honors and emoluments 
of the officein the meantime, but the rightis 
only incident to the duty. It is unquestiona- 
bly his dutyto keep histrust until he can 
place it in qualified hands, but when he comes 
into court either as plaintiff or defendant with/ 
this tenure, he will be heard only in defense 
of his trust, and not of his own private right. 
The theory;upon which the plaintiff invokes the 
jurisdiction of a court of equity is that if the 
certificate of election is permitted to issue the 
consequence will be that the defendan, 
Thomas, 

ALTHOUGH INELIGIBLE, 
will be thereby authorized to enter into the 
office, and plaintiff will have no remedy or de- 
tense for his position at law. In reference to 
the Recorder of Voter’s duties the 
court says he should count 


up the votes and issue 
the certificate, but can refuse to do so if he 
knows the candidate elected to be ineligible. 
His decision isnot binding on any other offi- 
cer nor can he be compelled to do so by man- 
damus. Butshould the Mayor refuse to sign 
the commission and the Register refuse to de- 
liver it, it would be an effective barto the 
suit to show that the candidate was ineligible. 
Should the candidate secure the commission 
and present it the person in possession of the 
office and that person should refuse to surren- 
der, and if called into court to answer for his 
refusal, he could show that tbe candidate was 
ineligible, the decision inthe case of Snyder 
vs. Newman (9 Mo., 451.) is authority for say- 
ing his defense would be valid. There- 
fore, assuming the facts stated in the peti-. 
tion to be true, the consequence of issuing 
the certificate would not be to render the 
remediless or defenseless at law. But 
; * the consequence, would that fact 
bon on a court of equity. This 
~$he Court, must also be an- 
ative. The constitution of 
the State divides the governing powers into 
lezislative, executive and Judicial, and for- 
bids either department to exercise powers be- 
longing to another. The holding and con- 
ducting ot elections does not belong to the 
judicial department. Thie Court, contin- 
ues the decision, is now asked to lay its 
hands on an elective officer and restrain him 
from issuing a certificate of election to a can- 
didate who presumably bas received the high- 
est number of votes at the election. It is in- 
sisted that the Court has the power to do this, 
not because there is any provision 
in the constitution or statutes con- 
ferring such ower, but rather 
that the power is different in the court be- 
cause of the absence of any such provision 
conferring it on any other tribunal. This is 
only a municipal office now in dispute, but it 
the power exists with reference to this office it 
exists with rcference to every elective office 
in the State. If this power existe, then 
ANY JUDGE 
of a circuit court sitting as a chancellor 
may arrest the election returns in 
the hands of the election officers 
as to the members of the Genera! Assembly or 
the Governor of the State and thus practically 
exercise dominion over both the gisiature 
and Executive Departments of the govern- 
ment. Among all the authoritiés cited by the 
counsel in this case I have not been referred 
to a single decision of a court of last resort 
which holds such doctrine, It is a dangerous 
power and one in my judgment the people of 
this State have never conferred on any one 
man.’ 

The demurrertothe amended petition is 
sustained. n 

The decision in the case releases“ a dozen 
Democrats and Superintendent Barney Thor- 
man ofthe dog pound. The points in the 
case were numerous but the dioad principle 
ot law which seemed to be taken for granted 
is that when a Republican candidate 
beats a Demoeccratic incumbent, who wants 
to be re-elected, 8,000 votes the Repub- 
lican shail receive the certificate of election, 
notwithstanding technicalities raised by the 
incumbent to prevent his successor from 
taking hold. The office of City Marshal pays 
$4,000 a year. He appoints one chief deputy, 
who receives $1,800 perannum, and a keeper 
of the dog pound, for whom $6,000 is annually 
appropriated. This is one of the most pe- 
culiar offices under the present city govern- 
ment, At the annual sittings of the Commi-!l 
tees on Ways and Means of the 1 en 
Assembly the man appointed to this position 
appears atthe City Hall and lobbies through 
his $6,000 appropriation. How this sum is ex- 
pended there is not a scrap of paper atthe 
municipal headquarters to show. 

The deputies who will be ousted from the 
Marshal's office as soon as the Republican 
successor qualifies will probably be appli- 
cants for appointment under the new city ad- 
ministration. Whatever political service was 
rendered by the deputies atthe last election 
was to the City Marshal. Some of the dele- 
gations controlled by the Marshals did not 
declare fay Noonan until they saw that he 
would beat Allen inthe nominating conven- 
tion. The Democratic Mayor is accordingly 
under no particular obligation to the office- 
seeking deputies.

THE STKIKE is OFF. 


Carpenters Will Go to Work Now as Soon as 
They Can Get It. 


The carpenters’ strike is off. 
morning Central Turner Hall was filled with a 
much larger crowd of strikers than had at- 
tended the meetings during the week. Many 
of them were men who had gone to 
work during the past few days 


and had come to report how they were being 
treated. Mr. Kliver and Secretary McGuire 
were present and asked the men how tney had 
been treated and what wages were being paid. 
In nearly every case the men answered they 
were being well treated and were receiving 35 
cents an hour for eight hours. They said 
all the bosses were willing to ay that. 
On the strength of this information the motion 
was put, whether the strike should be de- 
clared off or continued. It being generally 
understood that ifthe men who went to work 
made a favorable report the strike would end, 
the motion to declare it off was carried by a 
large vote. Before dispersing the Carpenters’ 
Council got up a statement for the benefit of 
the public showing theirside of the case as 
follows: ° 

‘*For four weeks the journeymen carpenters 

ofthis city—union and non-union men—have 
maintained a general demand for eight hours 
asadav’s work and % cents per hour as a 
minimam rate of wages. We have firmly, 
peaceably and lawfully done all in our power 
to secure this demand, and jin many instances 
we have been successful. Quite a number of 
carpenters are now working at these terms. 
Had it not been for this strike such would not 
be the case. The tendency evidently was to 
reduce wages this season had we not made the 
firm and manly protest we did. 
We did not strike because we desired a 
strike, but we abandoned our work only as a 
last resort, after many fruitiess efforts to get 
the contractors to confer or negotiate with us. 
When we first presented our terms we had in 
view to leave sufficient margin to compro- 
mise, if necessary, asto wages. but on the 
~~ anne day there could be no compro- 
mise. 

‘*So far we are well satisfied with the re- 
sults of the strike in general, and consider 
it is far from being a failure. The reports this 
morning show hundreds of cérpenters to work 
eight hours a day and for 35c and over per 
hour. In another week,or when work is 
more fully under way, suo will be the gene- 
eral rule. 

**Mindful of the best welfare of this city and 
not desirous to further embarrass the building 
interest for the coming season, we hereby de- 
clare the general strike off from this date, with 
the distinct understanding that each and ev- 
ery carpenter seeking employment willask for 
35 cents per hour as the lowest wages, and not 
to work more than eight hours per day. The 
strike, however, will be now continued under 
the direction of each and every iocal union of 
carpenters in this city, who will provide for 
the financial assistance of those who get out 
of employment by insisting on the above de- 
mands. We expect all unioncarpennters who 
are employed will cheerfully contribute from 
their earnings to aid the unemployed.’’

WHAT THEY THINK OF II. 


GRAIN TRADERS EXPRESS THEIR OPINION 
OF THE OPTION LAW. 


It Will Drive the Grain Trade to Chicago 
and Send the Merchants’ Exchange to 
East St. Louis—Its Effect Upon the Fx 
port Trade—The Outlook for the Millin 
Interest. 


The merchants on Change this morning 
were very much exercised over the passage of 
the option bill, prohibiting sales of grain, 
stocks or bonds when the seller did not 
actually havethe full amount of the article 
sold in his possession or under his control, or 
where the buyer did not intend actually to 
receive what he bought; prohibiting any 
corporation or person to permit such sales to 
be made at any place under its or his control, 
and forbidding the settling of differences. The 
law is meant as a death blow to optioh trad- 
ing. On Change there seemed to be a wide 
difference of opinion as to its results, and the 
general sentiment was that no one could fore- 
tell how disastrous the effect of the law would 
be, but injury, great or small, would certainly 
follow its enactment. The bill has passed the 
House and Senate, and is now before the Goy- 
ernor. 

MR. CHARLES A. COX, 

President of the Merchants’ Exchange, was 
asked what he thought of it, and he said: ‘‘My 
objection to the law is that it 1s too sweeping. 
There is such a thing as legitimately selling 


grain for future delivery, and there is sach a 
thing as grain gambling. This law is as severe 
on the legitimate business as it is on the 
gambling. 

GEN. D. P. GRIER 

said: ‘‘That law will ruin the grain business 
of St. Louis. Under ite provisions we are not 
only prohibitea from seiling here on the floor 
of the Merchants’ Exchange, but in our own 
private offices and everywhere, and corpora- 
tions like the Merchants’ Exchange are pro- 
hibited from permitting option sales to be 
made in the Exchange. If I actu- 
ally hold the grain I sell in 
order to make the trade I am compelled 
to reveal the name of the man from whom I 
boughtit. The law shows that the men who 
drew it know nothing about the grain bus! 
ness. Why, it will close up the Merchants’ 
Excharge! We have our recourse, in putting 
up an exchange in East St. Louis, and that is 
just what we will do. We will take the whole 
rain trade of St. Louis across the river, for 
llinois will not be fool enongh to pass such a 
law. 

JAKE EWALD 

said: ‘‘I believe the option trade is the founda- 
tion and impetus to the legitimate grain 
trade inthis country. The oity that can not 
engage in it can have no large receiving or 
shipping trade. The country shipper fills his 
warehouses and sells against his purchase 

and if the market declines so he has a good 
profit he setties his sales and holds his 
rain in his warehouse for another raise 
nthe market. This is his means of profit, as 
well as his guard 1 loss in his business. 
It he could not do his business in St. uis 
in this way he would goto Chicago, or some 
otber market, and those markets will have the 
advantage of his shipments. I have been the 
means of exporting millions of corn and 
wheat from this market, and this trade also is 
based on purchase and sales for future de- 
livery. The European orders come for 
grain for future months, based upon the 
relative prices in the two countries. If before 
the time of shipment the Euro importer 
can make more money by settling his option 
here instead of having it shippea he does so, 
and he will only work in the market when he 
is permitted to do so. The bill as passed in 
our Legislature will destroy the result of work 
of years in getting for St. Louls an export 
trade. Without the speculative trade 
the a which by the natural 
channels can only come here, 
will be at the mercy of the few buyers in the 
market and the countryman will suffer as he 
did in per gone by when an influx of re- 
ceipts of grain caused a depression of 5, 10 or 
18 cents per bushel ina ay The trade in 
futures is an Institution of the world.

Mr. Cleveland's Opportunity. 
From the New York Wor.p. 

We quite agree with the Times that Grover 
Cleveland may be a presidential possibility in 
1892. Even more completely tnan before, Mr. 
Cleveland’s opportunity lies in the lack of 
conspicuous Democratic leaders of national 
reputation. His strength comes from the 
graveyard ot Democratic statesmen. Tiiden, 
Seymour, Hendricks, McClellan and Hancock 
are gone. Thurman is too old. No Democratic 
member of the last Congress lifted himself 
into sufficient prominence to fill the public 
eye. The only Democratic cabinet in twenty- 
five years was a blight upon budding states- 
men. Gov. Hill is by tar the strongest man in 
this piyotal State, but his popularity in other 
sections remains to be tested. 

If Mr. Cleveland can and will make himself 
the exponent and champion of the real ideas 
and true principles of reform—reform in poli- 
tics, reform in administration, reform in leg- 
islation, reform in justice—his nomination 
would be quite possible, and de would have 
a vigorous supporter in the WORLD. 

Mr. Cleveland threw away a great oppor- 
tunity to do this when he was President. If 
he had resisted the encroachments ofa Plu- 
tocracy in the Government with half the te- 
nacity that he resisted the friendly counsel of 
the men who made him President; if he had 
given to ferreting out corruptions in the Gov- 
ernment the time and assiduity which he 
bestowed upon petty pension bills; if 
be had carried out or actually 
inaugurated one great reform in any 
department of the Government, instead 
of writing gushing homilies to incense-burn- 
ing Mugwumps—not even his blunders and 
his bungling, his ignorant errors and bis 
colossal egotism could have defeated the 
Democratic party. The Times is right in say- 
ing that ‘‘it was reaction in his own party 
that threw him out of public life, and threw 
that party into defeat. Tne Democratic 
party expected much from the change in 
national administration and realized little. It 
was disappointed as a whole, and disgusted in 
vital points. Had the appeal to the popular 
heart and the people's interest been made on 
the lines and in the spirit we have indicated, 
who can doubt that New York would have 
been carried for the national as well as the 
State ticket? 

Yes, New York is a Democratic State and 
Democratic votes defeated Mr. Cleveland. 

It is not ofteh that a lost opportunity re- 
turns. But if Mr. Cleveland should attack 
with all his vigor the overshadowing evil of 
purchased elections, the control of politics 
and government by the money power—if be 
should lead the battle against trusts, grasping 
corporations and greedy millionaires, as he 
led the fatally delayed fight for tariff reform— 
he might recover his lost chance. The Demo- 
cratic party needs a champion of ballot re- 
form strong enough to bring it into line with 
the popular demand for free and honest elec- 
tions. It needs a leader who will condemn 
and do his best to stop the corrupt use of 
money by both parties. The Democratic party 
is an anti-plutocratic, anti-privileged class, 
anti-overtaxation, anti-bribery party. It 
wants a vigorous leadership in the line of its 
principles. 

And it supremely needs it. 

If Grover Cleveland can meet this demand 
his opportunity is before him. Past mistakes 
willbe forgotten in present good achieve- 
ments. The Garland biotch, the Fellows folly, 
the big- head ingratitude to party that passed 
for independence and the mulish obstinacy 
that mistook itself for firmness, the shameless 
performance of standing in the market-place 
crying civil service reform while handing over 
the offices to favored spoilsmen and contnb- 
uting $10,000 to the campaign fund after ‘‘for- 
bidding assessments upon office-holders— 
all these might be forgiven fora right and 
resolute and capabie leadership now and for 
the next three years. 

Mr. Cleveland is undoubtedly again a poss!i- 
bility. 


Gas Profits. 


From the Detroit Free Press. . 

The Commercial Gas Co. of London, En- 
gland, held its balf-yearly meeting on the 5th 
inst. The report showed that the net profit 
of the half year was £57,000. This snug sum, 
which admitted of dividends at the rate of 18% 
per cent per annum onthe old stock and 10% 
per cent on the new etock, was £10,800in ex- 
cess of the profit of the preceding half year. 
The company had in the meantime reduced 
the price from %s 6d to 2s 4d per thousand feet, 
or from about 60 cents to 56 cents. These 
figures for gas are astonishingly low in com- 
parison with what is charged in American 
cities, yet the balance sheet of the London 
company shows that the business there is ex- 
ceedingly profitable.

The Children Call That Desirable. 
From the Atchison Globe. | 
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Management of the Eleven Elevators 
Offered to D. P. Slattery, Who 
It, and to Web M. Samuel of 
Plans as Suggested at the Secret Con- 
ferences—The Situation To-Day. 


HAT was told i the 
SUNDAY Post-Dis- 
F PATCH in regard to the 
elevator men, who 
were holding frequent 
meetings, looking 
a consolidation of 
the elevators in the 
city, was a subject of 
endless gossip on 
Change this morning 
and it was received 
with much pleasure, 
particularily by the 
2 commission men, who 
saw in such a combination the return to them 
of a profitable business that has left them 
since the elevators adopted their pres- 
ent mode af doing business. Before 
the elevators became buyers there 
was a large profit in the commission 
business and there was much more legitimate 
commission business end much less option 
trading done by the commission houses than 
at present. Many commission men have gone 
into options when they would not have 
touched them if they could have retained 
their old legitimate business. When the ele- 
vators do not buy there is a healthy business 
between the farmer and the shipper or miller, 
which is done through the commission mer- 
chant. The elevators have not, of course, 
put ap end to that method of doing business 
entirely, but they have bought enormous 
quantities of grain direct from the farmers, 
and it goes out from them to the millers or 
shippers, or worse yet, it remains idle 
in the elevators for the purpose of in- 
Aueneing the market and all the while the 
commission men are standing idly by and 
watching the grain move without their &s- 
sistance. H. B. Slaughter of the Redmond 
Cleary Commission Co. said this morning: 
The time has been when I have shivped out 
500 cars of wheat during the summer. Buyers 
were after it and it was sold and kept moving, 
but for the last two or three years I have 
shipped nothing. The elevators bought the 
grain and accumulated large stocks, which 
eventually were dribbledout tothe millers 
here or spread around without the assistance 
of the commission men. The combination 
will be better for us in another way. If a man 
goes on call now to sell wheat, the elevators 
will come to bim and tell him they will take 
all he has at a certain price, and if there are 
200 cars here to be sold, the sale of twen 
five or thirty of them will fix the price ofa 
instead of each lot selling on its own vase’ 
Such a change as that proposed in the manner 
of doing business would be very satisfactory 
to the commission men, and I think the eleva- 
tors must have been suffering orthey would 
not want the cRange.’ 
THE UNION 
of the managements is accepted on Change as 
a 8 probable thing. The managers say 
that they cannot tell what will happen. Ru- 
mor has gone so far as to fx the details very 
definitely, and it ls said that the posi- 
tion of general manager of the com- 
bined elevators was offered to D. ° 
Slatte and he refused it; that it was 
then offered to Mr. Webb M. Samuel and ac- 
cepted. Mr. Samuel was asked if that was 
true, and his reply was, ‘‘Oh, that is some- 
thing away offinthe future. 1 bave no am- 
bition in that direction, and we have not 
come down to the consideration of such mat- 
ters yet. We are now consulting simply to see 
what we can do. 

Can you give an estimate of the values of 
the W élevators?’’ 

we have not got them yet. 
thing to be very carefully considered before 
any understan ing can be reached. 

F. SLATTERY 

was asked if 1 could furnish an estimate. 
No, ' he said,’’ Mr. Samuel can if anyone, 
but I doubt if he can. It is difficult to arrive 
at the value ot alt roperties, 
and that is thing that 
makes a union of the elevators 
such a huge undertaking. Take the real es- 
tate, for example, as one item of value that 
must be determined. Some of the elevators 
own the real estate they occupy, others lease 
it. Some of the leases are more valuable than 
the property itself, and others are burdens. 
All of these things must be accurately calcu- 
lated before there can be an equitable adjust- 
ment of the privileges of each under one 
management. The gentlemen who are con- 
sidering this matter are not men who move 
hastily, but they will know everything that is 
necessary to know before they take any steps 
toward a consolidation of their interests.’’ 

‘*But they are all 9 toward a consoll- 
dation, are they not?’ 

„Well, I don’t know. The Merchants’ is 
rather inclined to hold back. The Merchants’ 
is satisfied with its management and its prof- 
its, and while I see some ways in which a 
consolidation would be a benefit, there are 
others I am not so sure about.’

EVANGELICAL ALLIANCE. 


THANKSGIVING CALLED FORTH FROM THE 
MINISTERS BY THE CENTENNIAL 


Deficiency in the Chaplain’@Salary—Dr. D. 
D. Stimson’s Paper on ‘‘Evening Ser- 
vice — He Thinks It the Most Effectual 
For Soul Saving—Or. Ford Thinks Reso- 
lutions a Good Method of Unburdening 
the Conscience, 


The Evangelical Alliance met this morning, 
Rev. Felix R. Hill officiating. Rev. A. W. 
Thompson, who was appointed to look after 
the deficiency in the cbhaplain’s salary, stated 
that he had understood that the deficiency 
was to be apportioned with the assessments 
for the year, but judging from the minutes he 
was mistaken, and at any rate, the assess- 
mentfor the year had been made, and the 
pastors of the various churches repre- 
sented inthe alliance notified of them de- 
fore he had been able to make an 
equitable division of the deficiency. He was 
authorized to make the apportionment and 
then collect the amounts levied. Rev. Bar- 
tholomew extended to the alliance an invita- 
tion to attend the dedicatory services of the 
First Christian Church, which occur next 
Sunday afternoon at 3 o’cléck. 

Rev. J. F. Corrington and Rev. Stephens 
were proposed for membership and accepted. 


On behalf of the Board of Councellors, Rev. 
G. Merrell of the First Congregational 
Church offered the following: 
CENTENNIAL THANKSGIVING. 

»The Evangelical Alliance of St. Louis would 
place upon record its deyout thanksgiving to 
the God of Nations for the gracious care 
vouchsafed our Republic during the one hun- 
dred years since the inauguration of our first 
chief magistrate; for the opportunities 
afforded to patriotic Covotion and patriots 
equal to the occasion presented 

‘God hath indeed not dealt so with any 
other people. 

„W would algo confess and lament a for- 
getfulness of God and neglect of his com- 
mande on the part of so many of our people, 
and implore the foruiveness of our long-suf- 
saving Heavenly Father for our national 
sins 

We would also implore of Jehovah a con- 
tinuance of his favors towards us as a people, 
and humbly ask him to impart to our ad sadly A 
spirit of loyalty to him and to the Repuublic 

DR. STIMSON’S PAPER. 

a veer excellent paper was then read by 
Rev. D. Stimson, of the Pilgrim Congress 
tional pies on Evening Service.’’ Serv- 
ices in the ‘evening, be said, afforded a 

eculiar opportunity for bringing souls to 

hrist. It is said that people will not come to 
evening service; that it has been tried and 
proved a failure, because——well, St. Louis is 
peculiar. He did nottake much stock in such 
excuses. Cities, like men,differed only in super- 
ficials things. In essentials they are the 
same. The truth of the matter was, that peo- 
— here did not appreciate the need of even- 
ug services. One sermon a day they think is 
enough for them to digest, and besides, they 
have an idea that the evening service is a sort 
of a supplement, at which the leavings 
from the spiritual table were dished up. This 
view of the people could and ought to be 
changed. The common people—that is the 
men and women in the ordinary walks of life 
—had come to believe they were not wanted 
in the churches. It was not necessary to give 
reasons for this prevailing opinion, it was 
enough to state that it wasafact. People 
who would not go to church would 
eagerly crowd to a service in 
balls. Novelty was no explanation of this 
— osition, he truth was that one thing 
another bad led them to think that the 
— were not for them, and they felt 
more at home im balls. The fact that 
they went to balls when given a 
chance showed that, and the fact that 
they did not come to the churches 
was an evidence of indifference on the part of 
the pastors. In theeariie: hours of Sunday 
the working pleople slept, but in the after- 
noon and evening when well rested they went 
out and many would welcome an opportunity 
of hearing the word of God preached. It was 
a mistake to think that alithe common peo- 
le were satisfied with beer gardens, and even 
bese ball would sometimes pali on them. The 
evening then wasthe hour of the churches’ 
greatest opportunity. 

Speaking of the character of the ser- 
vice, Dr. Stimson said that he did not 
wish them to suppose foramoment that he 
was the minister who could furnish * 
panacea fur 3 postage — 
would say, however, that he Meved 
first of all that the service should be a gospel 
service. The preaching should be plain and 
pointed, It would not pall on the regular at- 
tendants and would be the best style to attract 
outsiders. The trouble with the preachers 
wes that they did not have confidence enough. 
When Admiral Farragut was * oon with 
Admiral Dupont and aske him why 
it was that he did not enter Chariesé 
ton barbor, Dupont started to 

ive some reasons, but Farragut interrupted 

im with—‘‘Those are not your real reasons, 
Dupont, Teilthetruth. You were afraid.’ 
So it was with the ministers. shey gave 
very many reasons why they did not 
make a feature of an evening os- 
pel service, but the real naked 
truth was that, like Dupont, they were afraid, 
when, if they only had the courage, they 
might win souls as easily as he could have 
captured Sumpter. He was in favor of con- 

regationa! singing, but thought special * 
fn ng was more ofa hindrance than a help to 
the work in hand. A beautiful metaphor 
of Dr. Stimson's, robbed of ios 
admirable expression was this: When he was 
in Minnesota he often watched men who lived 
with their families in huts along the river 
bank below the Falle of St. Anthony place out 
in the stream a long log at right angles 
and make firm so that it would 
eateh the driftwood as it foated down. This 
was called a boom. It did its work well. 
Everything that came along was stopped, and 
at intervals the owper or owners would clear 
the boom of the accumulated logs and place 
them with piles already made on the shore. 
The stream of humanity was constantly flow- 
ing by the church doors, and all that 
was needed to catch many souls floating 
along without aim or purpose for salvation 
was to put out a boom. © way to do that 
was by maxing the service such that the peo- 
ple would believe it was meant for them, and 
the best way to do do this, in his opinion, was 
not by advertising music, concerts, entertain- 
ments and the like, but by giving people the 
knowledge that if they came they would hear 
the word of God simply expounded and receive 
comfort and consolation for their souls. 

At the conclusion of the paper Dr. Hill sug- 
gested thata resolution be offered that the 
principles in tell 2 er be indorsed and the 
sugeestions ado . This was by Dr. Hag- 
gerty. Dr. Ford then arose and said he hoped 
the ministers would not think him an icono- 
clast, and that he would not be misunderstood 
but he wished the resolution would not 
be passed. ‘Zhe easiest way in the world to 
shelve suggestions was by passing resolutions 
of indorsement. He was in favor of letting 
Dr. Stimson’s suggestions rest on their con- 
sciences, and not having them dissipated by 
resolution. This brought forth a hearty 
laugh and the resolution was withdrawn.

COURT OF APPEALS. 


A Big Batch of Opinions Which Was 
Handed Down To- Day. 


Amongthe opinions handed down by the 
Court of Appeals to-day is one of peculiar 
interest to insurance companies. B. F. King 
and wife of Springfield, Mo., were in the gen- 
eral merchandise business and were insurod 
to the amount of $23,000 in twelve qompanies, 
March 5, 1886, their stock was damaged by ure 
and a few days later a compromise was 
effected with all the companies andan agree- 
ment signed by King and the agents. All but 
one company paid him their pro rata loss be- 
fore sixty days. That one was the Eins In- 
surance Co. of Hartford, Conn. Before he de- 
livered up this last policy he had another fire 
and then tried to hold the ins 
Insurance Co. for the loss. Asuit followed 
and King received judgment and a yerdict. It 
was appealed by the company. In passing on 
the appeal Judge Thompson says that after 
executing a contract of settlement to all in- 
tents and purposes and in a most solemn man- 
ner, they cannot set it aside and sue on the 
surrendered policy on the theory that it was 
in force when the second loss occurred. To 
allow them to do this would be to jeopardize 
allcompromise settiements and turn them 
into the mere instruments of fraud. The case 
was reversed and remanded, as all the judges 


concur.

who were, and long had been, entirely out of 
sympathy with the great majority of the 
community in which they lived, but of which 
they formed no integral part. 

‘*I chanced to be called to Walhullak during 
the month of February,’’ Mr. Percival went 
on to say, and took the trouble to investi- 
gate the troubies that had arisen in that town 
as closely as I could.

THE WESTERN UNION TERRORIZED. 

A correspondent of a northern paper came 
to Walbullak, with ‘orders to send the 
most vivid accounts possible of the troubles at 
that place.

I 
have been warned not to send any of- 
fensive matter over this wire and I do 
not dare to do so. You can have me . 
charged, but that will do you no good 
operator can live here if the people o — to 
what he does. The correspondent appre- 
ciated the situation and sent bis letter by mail. 
That night his landlord informed him that he 
could accommodate him no longer. h 
for another boarding place developed the fact 
that he was under a most effective boycott.
